Moscow—a>—A plot to seize the 


Kremlin and kill Josef Stalin and 
other soviet leaders in May, 1937, 
with Marshal Mikhail N. Tukha- 
chevsky as leader, was described 
today by one of the 21 defendants 
in Moscow's greatest blood purge 
trial. 


Marshal Tukhachevsky was one 


of eight leaders of the red army 
court martialed and executed as 
traitors June 13, shortly after the 
alleged plot was to have been car- 
ried out. 


O. P. Rosengoltz. former commis- 


sar of foreign trade and one of 21 
persons on trial accused of treason 
and murder, told of the intrigue 
during the trial's third day. 


Rosengoltz declared that the ex- 


iled Leon Trotsky, described in this 
and other trials as arch-enemy of 
the present soviet regime, had 
sought the assassination of Stalin 
and his colleagues in revenge for 
the execution of Gregory Piatakoff. 


Piatakoff, a former vice commis- 


sar of heavy industry, was among 
the 13 alleged followers of Trotsky 
executed after the treason trial of 
January, 1937. 


Angered by Confession 


Rosengoltz said Trotsky, now in 


Mexico, wrote a letter expressing 
indignation at Piatakoff's confes- 
sion during the 1937 trial and or- 
dered other Trotskyists to refrain 
from doing the same If arrested. 


"Was this the cause of your de- 


nial of guilt?" Prosecutor Andrei J. 
Vishinsky asked Nicholas M. Kre- 
stinsky, who stood in the prisoners' 
box beside Rosengoltz. 


Krestinsky Wednesday recanted 


his pre-trial confession, 
declared 


his innocence, but yesterday chang- 
ed his plea to one of "completely 
guilty .of 
all 
crimes" charged 


against 'him. 
"No," replied Krestinsky. - Under 


question he added that he was ar- 
rested during May, 1937, and that 
he began his confession after a 
week in prison.

Tokio Foreign Minister Says U. S. 


Faces No Threat on Pacific Coast 


Tokio —W)—Japan's Foreign Min- 


ister Hirota, urging world naval re- 
duction by abolishing all large war- 
ships, told a parliamentary budget 
committee today he was "sorry for 
America" if the United States "were 
building Pacific coast defenses in 
fear of Japan. 


Hirota told the committee rela- 


tions with the United States were 
friendly, when a committee member 
broke in to ask: 


"But it seems the United States 


is fortifying Hawaii and Alaska. 
Does the foreign minister believe 
the American people fully under- 
stand Japan?" 


"Japan's policy toward the Unit- 


ed States already was made clear 
in my speech opening the diet We 
are doing our best to 
promote 


friendship through an exchange of 
messages with Secretary Hull. 


"This policy will be unchanged in 


the future. 


"However, It it is true the Unit- 


ed States is fortifying the Pacific 
coast to provide against Japan, I am 
sorry for America. ,. 
.-. 


"As long as we fully vndcrstand 


each other. I am confident there 
will be no trouble between Japan 
and America." 


A foreign office spokesman said 


later that while "I am sorry, for 


America" was a literal translation 
of Hirota's words the meaning to 
Americans and to Japanese was 
different 


Hirota'.-? meaning might be ex- 


pressed better, the foreign office 
spokesman said, "Thus: "I am sorry 
America feels the necessity of tak- 
ing such a step, which is an un- 
necessary expenditure because Jap- 
an has no intention of attacking." 


Turning to naval building, Hirota 


told questioners: 


"Japan would welcome the oppor- 


tunity to discuss the question of 
naval reduction with the powers. 


"If such opportunity appears, the 


Japanese government will propose 
the total abolition of capital ships." 


(Capital ships, defined 
by 
the 


1921-22 naval treaties, are those, not 
aircraft carriers, of more than 10,000 
tons and with guns of more than 
8-inch caliber. 


(The suggestion was the most di- 


rect by Japanese since the Tokio 
government refused to divulge her 
nava) building program at the re- 
quest of the United States, Britain 
and France after reports Japan was 
building battleships of more than 
35,000 tons—the limit set in the Lon- 
don naval treaty of which the three 
western powewara signatories.)

Withrow referred to a letter by 


Reeves saying his organization was 
not opposed to a federal trade com- 
mission investigation of manufac- 
turer-dealer relationships. 


"I am somewhat suspicious that 


the about-face and ycur intense ef- 
fort to get this information into 
the hands of every automobile re- 
tailer is for the purpose of con- 
tinuing your under-cover opposi- 
tion to the resolution," Withrow 
wrote. 


Referring to officers of the asso- 


ciation. General Motors corporation, 
the Chrysler corporation, and oth- 
ers who appeared before a house 
interstate and foreign commerce 
subcommittee when the resolution 
authorizing the investigation was 
considered, the Wisconsin Progres- 
sive declared:

pared a series of 
advertisements 


and distributed them by contacting 
newspapers and chambers of com- 
merce, who in turn obtained local 
sponsorship. 


Noel Sargent, secretary of the 


National Association of Manufac- 
turers, identified copies of a series 
o£ "harmony" advertisements which 
the association purchased 
from 


MacDonald's firm in 1937 for dis- 
tribution to newspapers. 


A series of advertisements sold 


by the agency to newspapers m 
1936, MacDonald testified, was "de- 
signed to promote industrial har- 
mony and provide a clear under- 
standing between 
workers and 


management." He 
said they also 


were intended to prevent labor d'Sr 
putes arising from "misunderstand/* 
ings." 


Papers Paid Fees 


In most cases, MacDonald said, 


the agency's fee was paid by news- 
papers in the communities where 
the ads were run.

White or 
Norway pine is the species recom- 
mended for the inside row with 
Norway spruce planted in two out- 
side rows. 


"Shelterbelts" usually are plant- 


ed along fence rows and through 
fields in the light soil areas. This 
type of planting is used to prevent 
wind damage to crops due to drift- 
ing soils. Here too. Norway pine us- 
ually is planted in the center row 
but Scotch Pine or Jack Pine is 
used 
for the outside rows. 


Plant 3 Rows 


Trees usually are planted six feet 


apart in the rows and the rows 
eiqht feet apart for both the wind- 
break and shelterbelt 
planting. 


Where there is not room enough for 
three rows one or two rows some- 
times are used. 
The three row 


planting is not only found better 
to stop winds but where more than 
one row is planted 'the use of more 
than one species of trees is permit- 
ted.

are 


quite old. 
The present inventory 


shows that there has been a sub- 
stantial increase in the number of 
young horses on Wisconsin farms 
during the last year. There are now 
about 52,000 colts under two years 
of age which is an increase of 4,000 
head over a year ago. Of these colts 
25,000 are from one to two years of 
age and 27,000 head are under a 
year old. 


In addition to the colts raised in 


the state, there is a large inship- 
ment of horses into the state. Dur- 
ing 1937. it is reported that 
there 


were 23,619 head of horses shipped 
into Wisconsin and only 424 head 
shipped out. 


Horse prices on Jan. 1. 1938 av- 


eiaged slightly lower than for 1937 
when they were the highest since 
1916. According to the ciop report- 
ing service, Wisconsin horse prices 
m 1937 averaged about $124 per 
1icad. Horse prices have increased 
rapidly in the state since 1933 when 
the low point was reached. From 
1916 to 1933 there was a gradual de- 
crease in horse prices caused by 
declining demand.

The Sole of Official Opinions 


There are, to be sure, many much 


more 
important 
questions than 


those which have been raised by 
the President's sale of material to a 
'magazine, a newspaper syndicate 
and a book publisher. But such as 
they are, the questions are not dis- 
posed 
of quite so easily as 
Mr. 


Stephen Early, his secretary, seems 
to think. 
For Mr. Early is evidently under 


the impression that the President is 
entitled to sell his state papers and 
his opinions which derive their 
chief -commercial value from the 
fact that their author is the Presi- 
dent of the United States, provided 
only that the net profits do not go 
into Mr. Roosevelt's pocket Mr. 
Early seems to have overlooked the 
fact that the parties of the second 
part in these_ commercial contracts 
do quite obviously hope to make a 
commercial profit out of the state 
papers and these Presidential opin- 
ions. And he seems also to have 
overlooked the fact that part of the 
gross proceeds is to be devoted to 
advertising the books and. there- 
fore, 
to increasing the royalties 


which Mr. Roosevelt is eventually 
to receive. And he seems also to 
have overlooked the fact that a 
transaction does not cease to be 
commercial because the beneficiary 
spends the proceeds on some public 
purpose. No one. least of all the 
President himself, ever supposed 
that the Rockefeller, Mellon, and 
du Pond profits were not wholly 
commercial profits merely because 
large portions of them have been 
devoted 
to excellent public pur- 


poses. 
No sophistry can disguise the fact 


that state papers and Presidential 
opinions have been sold commer- 
cially for private profit, that part 
of this private profit is to go into 
the pockets of publishers, that part 
is to go to the President himself in 
the form of increased royalties.'and 
the rest of it is to go to the Presi- 
dent in the form of the satisfaction 
of being a philanthropist 
*

President's Papers Should 
Be Property Of Public 


This particular transaction is the 


culmination of a practice which has 
run wild ever since the World War. 
It has run wild because in this 
country there is no law and there 
is no custom to govern it For lack 
"of a settled rule about the sale of 
official papers and opinions, no one 
knows any longer what is private 
and what is public property. 


Just why, for example, should the 


letters and memoranda of a Presi- 
dent of the United States dealin; 
with public questions be treated as 
•the private property of his heirs? 
They derive their whole value from 
the "fact that they were written by 
'the President. Yet in the case of 
President Wilson's papers, if I un- 
derstand the situation correctly, 
this documentary material bearing 
on a great national issue of the 
highest significance is under pri- 
vate control. The fact that there is 
a private profit is the least impor- 
tant aspect of the matter. What is 
most important is that the selection 
and presentation of this material is 
a private affair, and though there 
can be no question about the in- 
tegrity and sincerity of President 
Wilson's biographer, it surely is a 
most dubious arrangement to leave 
such distinctly important public 
documents under private controL

Should Be Open To 
AH On Equal Terms 


Is it not evident that the papers 


of a President belong to the nation, 
that, if they are to be published, 
they should be open to all students 
on equal terms, that no one is en- 
titled to make a private profit out 
of them, that if there is to be selec- 
tion as to what shall be published 
and what shall not be published, 
such decisions should be made nol 
by the official himself or by his 
heirs with all their inevitable per- 
sonal bias, but by scholars who 
have no personal interest and no 
personal allegiances of any kind? 


When 
we arrive at the poin! 


where the current opinions of a 
President in office are for sale, the 
embarrassment is multiplied end- 
lessly. Consider, for example, those 
White House press conferences. I 
have attended a good many of them 
in my time, and I am wondering 
whether it is. let us say, sporting to 
invite newspaper men on the un- 
derstanding that the whole pro- 
ceeding is within certain well-de- 
fined limits secret and then to sell 
for publication the questions they 
asked. I have heard the President 
make some very merry jokes at the 
expense of one correspondent or 
another, and these jokes are part 
of the record. Out of respect for the 
office the jokes are all one-way 
jokes: no one ever really replies to 
the President's quips. Is it really 
possible that these one-way jokes 
are to be sold?

Correspondents Should 
Have Something To Say 


An arrangement under which the 


correspondents are bound by defi- 
nite rules of secrecy, but the Presi- 
dent is not 
must mean that no 


newspaper man can attend one of 
these conferences without wonder- 
ing whether he is going to be ex- 
hibited later to the public in order 
to make a Presidential holiday. 
Surely in all fairness the corre- 
spondents have a right to say that 
.they must know in advance wheth- 
er "they are having a confidential 
interview or are engaging in a puh- 
jic debate, and that if the dialogues 
in which they take part are to be 
published, it shall not be for the 
President alone to decide what por- 
tions of the dialogues are published. 


For the newspaper men may not 


have exactly the same notions as 
the President about what is funny 
and what is not As it is. they are 
asked in effect to agree that the 
drama of Julius Caesar shall be 
published under the editorship of 
Marc Anthony.* * * 
Law Might Copyright 
Such Official Papers

Senator Robert J. Buikley's super-high- 


way plan, which has now reached the 
propaganda stage, is so stupendous that, 
on first presentation, it makes an ordinary 
mind dizzy. There is to be a vast grid- 
iron of thoroughfares covering the coun- 
try, three main highways running east 
and west and perhaps twice that many 
north and south, all far more modern than 
anything now existing, and calculated to 
cost perhaps $8,000,000,000. 


The cost is not supposed to come out 


of the federal treasury. The government 
would merely finance 
the 
project. 
It 


would be paid for by tolls over a long 
term of years, at the rate of one-fourth 
of a cent a mile by cars using it. In a 
current statement Senator Bulkley makes 
these claims: 


"It will afford prompt, continuing 


and effective aid to recovery. 
The 


money, spent will have many turn- 
overs. It will take \VPA workers off 
the government payroll, reducing ap- 
propriations for work relief. 


"The 
super-highway 
system 
will 


permanently increase the automobile 
business and related lines. Motorists 
will save time and money for gas con- 
sumption. Wear and tear of cars and 
tires will be reduced and the number 
of accidents will be lessened. The tolls 
imposed will not be a tax on the mo- 
torist, since he will get full value for 
all he pays. 
"Property values along highways 


will be enhanced. 
Concessions will 


create new business employment. Fi- 
nancing of this system will be on a 
self-liquidating basis, to be paid for 
out of toll charges and sales of con- 
cessions and excess property. Thus It 
will not be a charge on the general 
taxpayer." 
If the nation could really lift itself to 


prosperity by such bootstraps, it would 
certainly be worth considering. 
But it 


takes time to get used to the idea and 
its vast, varied implications. All that can 
properly be asked now is a willingness to 
study the project 


"BUSINESS COLLECTIVISM" 


Fortune Magazine, regarded as a warm 


friend of the American business system, 
comes out with a remarkablfe article ad- 
vising business to break itself down into 
smaller units before the government is ob- 
liged to do it. 


This, Fortune explains, would make 


business more compact, mobile and prof- 
itable. 
But its chief concern is safety. 


Our American business system, it argues, 
has got itself and the country into a 
dangerous situation, through "the 
col- 


leclivist technique." That 
is, business, 


even while fearing collectivism through 
government action, has itself become col- 
lective, and "has carried its collectivism 
so far in its private affairs that its affairs 
are no longer private." 


"Inasmuch as they impinge upon and 


invade the sphere of public welfare," 
argues Fortune, "they impinge upon and 
invade the functions of government. By 
its very office, government must inter- 
vene. Thus collectivism in industry be- 
gets collectivism in government; and if 
this is not collectivism as practised in the 
socallcd collectivist states, it is only a 
couple of theoretical steps removed from 
it." 


In short, this big business magazine 


wants the trusts to do their own trust- 
busring, fir (he joint benefit of them- 
selves aid their country. The reasoning 
is much like that of Thurman Arnold 
in his "Folklore of Capitalism." 


SLLF-KELIANT AUSTRIA 


The about-face of Austria, with regard 


to her "anschluss" with Germany, is the 
most remarkable thing 
that 
has hap- 


pened lately in Europe. It is a fine dis- 
play of the old Austrian spirit. 
Hitler, 


no doubt, can extend his system to Austria, 
or swallow the little neighbor politically, 
if he chooses to use force; but so far Hitler 
has preferred io operate by peaceful and 
legal means, and ho may hesitate 
to 


change that policy. 


Recent information suggests some rea- 


sons, aside from national patriotism, why 
Austria, which was ready to join Germany 
after the World war, refuses now. 
Most 


Austrians do not 
want 
to 
be ordered 


around by their former countryman and 
would-be Napoleon, Adolf Hitler, whom 
they regard as an 
erratic 
adventurer 


rather than a great statesman. But there 
arc also some very practical reasons. 


According to the statements of Chan- 


.cellor Schuschnigg, 
Austria 
today, al- 


• though regarded economically as "a head 


without a body." is in better business 
condition than Germany. She has a bal- 
anced budget, a declining debt and an 


. Increasing gold supply; whereas Germany 


has an unbalanced budget, virtually no 
gold, and, as the New York Times ob- 
serves, a national"debt which "has reached 
such iantastic proportions that the gov- 
ernment dare not -even publish figures 
about it. 
- 


Thus, according to the Austrian view, 


the country has nothing to gain by sur- 
Bender, and much to lose, including her 
own soul. 


PARALYSIS THEORY 


An interesting view on infantile paraly- 


sis is given in a lecture by Dr. John A. 
Toomey, associate professor of pediatrics 
in 
Western 
Reserve 
University. 
Ac- 


knowledging that his view is "a minority 
one," Dr. Toomey suggests that this is 
probably a gastro-intestinal disease, and 
that "dietary indiscretions" play an im- 
portant part in getting it. 


He points out that it appears in the 


season when perishable fruits and vege- 
tables begin to ripen, and suspects a con- 
nection with the eating of unripe fruit. 


"I do not wish to have anyone believe 


that the fruits and vegetables themselves 
cause the disease," he adds, "but I do feel 
that they may be the carriers of the in- 
fection." 


He suggests, as preventive measures, 


teaching children to wash their hands 
before eating anything, and washing all 
unripe fruits and vegetables before eat- 
ing them. 


This, by the way, is what racoons do 


before eating, whenever there is water 
available. Their example might be a good 
influence on the children. 


PAN-AMERICAN RADIO 


It is a well known principle of pub- 


licity that the best advertising puts your 
own wares in a favorable light without 
criticising your competitors. Thus ethics 
and self-interest 
work 
together. This 


principle will doubtless be followed in 
the radio campaign, now beginning, to 
make our country and people better 
known to Central and South America. 


Frankly, among ourselves, we think 


two or three foreign nations have done 
some pretty low-down work in slander- 
ing Uncle Sam among our southern neigh- 
bors. But we don't need to follow their 
example. All we need is to have our radio 
programs tell the truth about ourselves, 
our country, our life and industry and 
scenery and culture, getting acquainted 
•with them over the air and letting them 
know that we are their friends. And, in 
turn, to listen to their broadcasts. 


In this friendly approach the best in- 


ternational medium, perhaps, is good mu- 
sic, which needs no interpreter. Next to 
music may come talks and dramas in our 
own language — which Latin-Americans 
are eager to learn—dealing with national 
and Pan-American themes. There should 
be frequent exchange of news broadcasts. 
There are many historic events and ac- 
complishments which the people of this 
hemisphere may be proud of together. It 
should be possible to develop what we 
might call hemispheric patriotism. 


DRAMATIZED TREASON 


Another of those strange Russian trials 


comes along. There are nearly two dozen 
more defendants, many of them famous, 
nearly all former Soviet officials in im- 
portant places. They are charged with 
treason. 


Much of the treasonable conduct con- 


sists in alleged plotting to assassinate other 
public officials, including Stalin and even 
Lenin, whose place Stalin took many years 
ago. 
The death of the famous author, 


Maxim Gorky, is involved. Some of the 
prisoners are accused of conspiring with 
Leon Trotsky, who is living in exile in 
Mexico. Most of them, if not all, are ex- 
pected to face firing squads after a dram- 
atic trial conducted largely for propagan- 
dist purposes. 


A sigh goes up from the outer world. 


Thousands feel like asking Stalin, as 
Nancy Astor asked him in an interview 
several years ago, "How long are you 
going Jo keep on killing people?" he would 
probably answer now as he did then: "As 
long as it is necessary," But few of us 
would have his notion of "necessity."' 


It is a great pity that so many hun- 


dred of Russia's ablest men should be 
wiped out in this way. at a time when 
Russia more than ever needs her best 
brains.

in "things we don't have." said Sen- 
ator Schwellenbach of Washington. 
(Mr. Schwellenbach. we don't have 
any Hungarian leather knee-pants 
nor do we have a British gas mask, 
and if we get those we will call off 
our part of the debt.) 


Actually the debts don't figure up 


to so much when spread among the 
population. If the debtor counrties 
were making their payments now 
it would be in the neighborhood 
of $275,000,000 a year, or $2.20 a per- 
son. - 


What the Hungary offer seems 


almost certain to do is to revive 
the whole debt discussion. If Hun- 
gary is granted anything like the 
terms it asks, other countries will 
try to edge in with a settlement 
equally easy.

Quite A Difference 


If Hungary were to settle under 


the present 
terms the 
payments, 


with interest at 3J per cent, would 
total $4,693,000 at the end of the 
amortization. That is larger than 
$1.685,000. 


If those terms should apply to 


the whole war debt it would be 
something. The principal of the war 
debts was $9,862,317,000. With the 
interest added for 62 years under 
the present terms, the total comes 
to $22.200.653.000. Already, so fast 
does the interest mount, the debt- 
or countries arc owing about $12,- 
000.000,000. 


There is plenty of doubt the 


debts ever will be paid. Such debts 
must be paid mostly in goods and 
this country seems to have more 
goods now than it knows how to 
handle. Senator Borah once sug- 
gested that the debts should be can- 
celled in return for a promise that 
the debtor nations would disarm 
and take to trading instead of fight- 
ing.

The automobile industry's 
life-line has shifted from a steep- 
ly rising curve to a steady mature 
trend. Temporarily, America is mo- 
tor-scaturated. From now on the 
industry may largely be a replace- 
ment proposition. Cars more eco- 
nomical to operate, higher incomes 
for the "mass-market" buyers, and 
above all a reversal of the present 
upward trend of automobile prices 
is needed to give the industry new 
vigor. 


Here is an interesting thought 


for the long-pull outlook of the 
business. Instead of selling cars to 
people who cannot afford to pay 
for them, why not develop an auto- 
mobile renting plan similar to home 
renting plans? Some of the recenl 
financing schemes were practically 
rental propositions. 
Why not ex- 


tend the idea in an honest man- 
ner? There would be cars for rent 
to fit every pocketbook.

would be an increased use of auto- 
mobiles because those who cannol 
afford to buy cars could afford 
to rent for part of the year, at least

Sweeping and dusting is done on 


both floors of the building daily 
and the fire fighting equipment is 
cleaned twice a day or oftener if 
necessary- In addition the equip- 
ment is cleaned immediately after 
each alarm is answered. 


Each member of the department 


has his cleaning work assigned to 
him. Tuesdays and Fridays are mop 
days on the lower floor where the 
fire fighting equipment is housed. 
Wednesdays are mop days on the 
second floor. Windows are washed 
weekly. Saturdays are brass days 
when all the brass on the equip- 
ment is polished to a shining bril- 
liance. 


Although many hours are spent 


in keeping the department clean, 
every fireman is ready at an in- 
siant's notice to answer an alarm. 
"When the men retire at night their 
tronsers and boots are arranged so 
thai when they leave their beds 
and slip into their boots, they slip 
at the same time into their trousers 
which then only need to be pulled 
up and fastened by a snap. Slice 
poles extend from the first to the 
second floor and are used instead 
of the stairs when answering an 
alarm. 


Loud Alarm 


A large gong at the alarm desk 


is sounded at night and it never 
fails to awaken even the soundest 
sleeper. 


The fire department has its own 


kitchen to provide warm noon-day 
and evening meals. A member may 
carry his meals or eat at the de- 
partment and cost of the victuals is 
shared on paydays. The fire fight- 
ers take turns at helping in the 
kitchen. 


When calls are answered in the

world situation. Italy, Japan and 
Germany were described by her as 
the "hungry powers" who are dis- 
satisfied with the present set-up 
and arc united in a pact against 
Russia. Outwardly, the pact is one 
of highly nationalistic, fascist pow- 
ers against 
the 
internationally 


minded communists but really it 
is a combination of the 
"have- 


nots" who want a larger share of 
territory and trade. 


The Sino-Japanese situation was 


also reviewed by Miss Buchanan as 
well as the Chinese-Russian non- 
aggression pact The policy of the 
United States is apparently one of 
action. Miss Buchanan said, point- 
ing out the show of strength made 
by the navy in Pacific waters. 


How to Prevent War 


Ways of keeping out of war were 


described by Miss Perry, who point- 
ed out the impossibility of retaining 
impartiality in a policy of neu- 
trality. While complete isolation has 
been suggested by some. Miss Per- 
ry told how that policy failed for 
the United States under Jefferson. 
With much greater dependency 
among nations today, it would be 
much more likely to fail now. The 
price of peace by complete isola- 
tion would be economic readjust- 
ment with 
accompanying trying 


times. The government would have 
to control all production. Another 
suggestion would be to trade with 
all nations. That favors those coun- 
tries that have strong navies and 
involved us in the World war. 


Weaknesses of the 1937 neutral- 


ity bill were indicated by Miss 
Perry. The bill makes it manda- 
tory for the president to forbid 
shipment of arms and the making 
of loans to aggressor nations. In 
his 
discretionary 
powers, 
the 


president can forbid all shipments 
if not bought and paid for. How- 
ever, the bill can only be applied 
when war is recognized and in 
spite of the campaigns in Ethiopia 
and China, officially there is no 
war in the world today. 


Rearmament as a'big stick argu- 


ment to other nations was sug- 
gested by the Lawrence college 
speaker. Her opinion was that the 
best way to assure neutrality was 
to be prepared but to keep the 
army within the boundaries of the 
country. Keeping the forces 
at 


lome would prevent'any incidents 
such as the Panay bombing. 


Collective Security 


Collective security as a means to 


peace was advanced by the third 
speaker; Miss Marguerite Meyer of 
Rockford. If . one ' nation alone 
adopts a policy of neutrality, other < 
countries will run in and grab the 
business,' Miss Meyer stated. Con* 
dilation, in which the two 'argu- 
ing countries reach a comprom- 
ise; mediation, in which x they call 
in a third party to reach .a com- 
promise, and arbitration, in which 
the third party acts as a referee and 
hands down a decision ,were de- 
scribed as means ol collective se- 
curity. 


The League of. Nations was de- 


scribed as an attempt at collec- 
tive security. While the league has 
been • successful in some attempts, 
its failures have been due to a 
lack of force. Kinds of force avail- 
able are military in an interna- 
tional army; moral force and ec- 
onomic force. Military force is apt 
to pull all of the nations into war 
while moral force is not strong 
enough to act.as a deterrent when 
a nation is hungry for prestige and 
territory. 


Economic force consists of em- 


bargoes or sanctions but is expen- 
sive to the nations applying the 
force. Reciprocal trade agreements, 
as advanced by Cordell Hull, sec- 
retary of state, were explained as 


means of opening up trade so 


that the have-nots ma'y secure more 
of the material possessions. World 
trade at present is hindered be- 
caus.- the United States controls 
49 per cent of the gold supply and 
has high tariffs which keep out 
goods. Through reciprocal 
trade 


agreements, the products in which 
each country specializes would flow 
more freely in international trade. 


'Following the presentation of the 
subject by speakers, open discus- 
sion was held with members of the 
Rotary club entering. No attempt 
to reach a decision was made.

Ohio, formerly lived at 
Omro, 


Rockford. 111., and Chicago. It was 
reported his salary as a lumber 
salesman approached five figures 
last year. He is survived by his 
widow, three children and 
two

DECORATING A ROOM 


Dear Mrs. Post: We are redeco- 


rating our house and some one has 
suggested that we make some radi- 
cal changes in the color arrange- 
ments. In particular, I'm thinking 
of the suggestion of a friend who 
wants us to paint our ceilings dark 
and the walls of the same room 
light. I've never seen this and feel 
that it is too revolutionary an idea 
to take seriously. However, my 
husband asked me to write you 
for an opinion and any informa- 
tion you are willing to 
give us 


about il. 


Answer: If your 
ceilings 
are 


very high, painting them a darker 
hue than the side wall will make 
the ceiling look lower. Painting the 
ceiling a strong color and the walls 
very light is rather unusual but on 
the other hand, many old rooms of 
course had dark wooden ceilings 
and white walls and dark •wood- 
work. If you paint your ceiling a 
darker color therefore, I think you 
will also have to repeat that same 
darker color in the trim of the 
door and even in the doors them- 
selves. 


My advice to you is to take a 


hat-box and imagine it is a model 
of the room. Cut windows in the 
sides whereever the windows of 
the room actually come, paint the 
bottom 
of 
the box the color of 


your 
walls, 
nnd then paint the 


inside of the lid the 
color that 


you'are thinking of for the ceiling. 
Cut a mask-shaped opening in one 
of the walls at the height of mid- 
way between floor and ceiling, and 
then look into it and see how you 
like the effect. You can use this 
same device — pasting on colored 
pieces of paper — to see how it 
would look were the doors painted 
or left light, and in fact, try out 
any other effect of color. This idea 
is an invention of my oxvn, but it 
has proved extremely practical on 
the many occasions when I have 
used it for myself and for others.

How to Grow Head Lettuce 


Growing head lettuce is not the 


baffling job it is so often thought to 
be, and anyone can be successful 
at it by following correct procedure. 
The usual cause of failure is a late 
start, and the remedy is sowing in a 
box indoors. 


Seed boxes or flats need be only 


5 inches high, with about 4 inches 
of soiL They may be 18x24 inches 
or larger, but the small size is more 
easily handled. 
_, 


A light loam, sifted and containing 


plenty of sand, should be used to fill 
the box. The bottom of the box 
must have holes bored in it for 
drainage, or be made of slats. 
Cover the 
holes with pieces of 


broken pottery or large pebbles. 
Put in 4 inches of soil and firm it 
with a brick. Make the top smooth 
and 
mark off straight drills or 


grooves in the soil about 3 inches 
apart Sow the lettuce seed in the 
drills, not too thickly. Firm the soil 
over the seed, water the box by let- 
ting it down into a tub of water so 
that the water does not cover the 
top of the soil but soaks thoroughly 
into the entire body of soil. Let the 
surplus water drain away. 


The box should be placed in n 


dark, fairly warm place and the soil 
kept moist until the seeds sprout. 
Then it should be given all the light 
possible. The seedling plants of 
lettuce should have a cool place (60 
to 70 degrees) and plenty of light to 
prevent them growing too fast. The 
directions here given, apply gener- 
ally to starting seeds indoors, and 
most seedlings need a fairly cool 
place, with all the light possible. If 
light is remote they will stretch out 
in search of it, and if the place is too 
warm, their growth will be forced 
and weak. 


Head lettuce plants do not need 


transplanting indoors unless they 
come along so fast that they arc 
crowding each other in the box be- 
fore it is possible to set them in the 
garden. To transplant them indoors 
lift the tiny seedlings with the blade 
of a knife, taking soil with the roots, 
and set them in another flat, allow- 


fading. I said "truth" because this 
is the only blind we can afford to 
buy now and my husbind thinks 
it might be better not to buy this 
one until we can buy them for all 
the windows in the room.

All the important and sensible 


economists

cratic as well as the Kepublican 
party have agreed that the present 
recession cannot be remedied un- 
less tax relief 
comes, and yet a 


committee of the house boldly ig- 
nores public sentiment and seeks 
to save somebody's face. 
President's Blunder 


It seems to be more important not 


to offend the president, who made a 
blunder and now is ordering his 
henchmen not to blame him, than 
it is to end the privations of the 
people who are suffering from the 
depression. Somebody once accused 
congress of "playing politics with 
human misery," but the statement 
was never more applicable than in 
the present situation. 
The report which accompanies 


the new tax bill does give some 
measure of relief, but it is of the 
demagogic kind. It hypocritically 
points out that there has been ex- 
emption for a large number of small 
businesses, as if the 
principle of 


penalizing thrift is any better when 
applied to one kind of business 
than another. 
Then there's the new atrocity in 


tax revision known as the tax on 
closely held corporations, which 
rises as a new type of torture and 
damage to the economic system. Fa- 
ther and son may build up a busi- 
ness, but just because they don't 
want to issue a lot of securities and 
give the Wall 
street bankers a 


chance to edge in on their manage- 
ment and profits, they must needs 
pay a high penalty to the treasury 
of the United States. In these days 
of money grabbing, the Roosevelt 
administration 
has managed 
to 


build up the impression that it is 
against the "economic 
royalists," 


but, behind the scenes, some strange 
things are done which look as if 
certain financiers had a consider- 
able influence over the administra- 
tion after all. 
"Face-Saving" Report 


It may well be that the senate 


will not swallow the "face-saving" 
report of the ways and means com- 
mittee and will absolutely repeal 
the undistributed surplus tax, but 
it would give the economic world a 
great deal more encouragement if 
the house of representatives itself 
killed present "face-saving" bill and 
substituted for it an honest meas- 
ure in conformity with the wishes 
of the nation today. 


There are no friends for the un- 


distributed surplus tax except a 
lew brain trusters and a few timid 
politicians who do what the admin- 
istration tells them to do. The prin- 
ciple as well as the details of the 
tax have been roundly condemned 
by experts who have furnished ev- 
idence of the ravages of the levy. 
For many months, it has been pa- 
tiently assumed by the country that 
the ways and means committee of 
the house would somehow rise to a 
level of true statesmanship and 
rid the country of pernicious taxes 
that do not collect much revenue 
anyhow but merely manage to keep 
employment from being restored. 


Now the work of the ways and 


means committee is finished and 
the American people have a chance 
to survey what has been done. The 
result is a shameful example of the 
insincerities of politics and of the 
complete indifference 
of rubber-
